Mr. Harmsworth 
sends the following dispatch from Bombay 
respecting the progress of the plague. A 
case of the plague has occurred in the 
servants’ quarters situated on the grounds 
of the government househere. Immediately 
on discovery of the case the patient was re- 
moved to the hospital and orders were given 
by the Governor’s doctor for the destruction 
of the whole row of houses, nine in number. 
These were promptly set fire to with the 
contents, for nothing was allowed to be re- 
movéd. It burned to the ground in a few 
seconds. In the native town 5,006 shops 
and several hundred private dweling-houses 
are shut owing to the prevailing panic. The 
municipal schools here will remain closed to 
the end of the month. The plague has now 
assumed such terrible proportions that the 
resources of the municipal officials are com- 
pletely overtaxed. People are dying hourly 
in the streets, and much difficulty is experi- 
enced in obtaining corpse-bearers to carry 
the bodies to the Hindoo burying grounds 
and Mohammedan cemeteries in Karachi. 
The rapid spread of the pestilence and its 
virulence are causing excitement and alarm.

Springfield, II., Jan. 20.—[Special.}+The 
committee of the Republicans of the Sen- 
ate appointed to select the Chairman and 
members of the standing committees of that 
organization had a long session this after- 
noon. The meeting adjourned without ar- 
riving at any definite conclusion, although 
some of the Chairmen of the important 
committees can be guessed at.

M’CLAUGHRY MAY BE MADE WARDEN. 


Friends of Former Chicago Chief of 
Police Urge Him for a Pesi- 
tion at Joliet. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 20.—[(Special.]—There 
is a strong probability that R. W. Mc- 
Claughry, at present Superintendent of the 
Reformatory at Pontiac, and once Chief of 
Police of Chicago, may be reappointed to the 
position he held for so many years as war- 
den of the Joliet prison. A number of his 
friends are interceding with Gov. Tanner 
in his behalf. 

The salary of the warden of the Joliet 
prison is $2,500 per annum. Maj. Me- 
Claughry receives as Superintendent of the 
Pontiac Refermatory $3,500 per year. He 
does not want to return to Joliet owing to 
the insufficiency of the salary. There is a 
strong probability that the salary of the 
warden at Joliet miay be increased to $5,000 
per annum, in which event Maj. McClaughry 
will accept the position. 


MOB SINGS A HYMN AT A LYNCBING. 


While on the Way to Execute Three 
Negroes “Nearer, My God, to 
Thee” Is Hummed. 


Amite City, La., Jan. 20.—Three negro 
murderers were lynched by a mob near here. 
They were Arch Joiner, John Johnson, and 
Gus Williams. The men were hanged to a 
limb of a tree. Two of the men, Joiner and 
Johnson, had confessed to the murder of the 
Cotton family. 

The mob smashed the lock and got into 
the jail. Willams was hanged toa tree near 
Amite City, but the others were conveyed to 
the scene of their crime, twelve miles dis- 
tant. 

A rain-storm was prevailing when the line 
of march was taken up, and the progress 
was slow and exceedingly disagrecable, the 
rain falling in torrents all the while. Just 
before reaching Cottdn’s place a few lines 
of ‘Nearer, My God, to Thee“ were hummed 
te a doleful tone. Arriving at the place 
where the five murders were committed, 
Johnson and Joiner were made to jump out 
of the wagon. Joiner set up a piteous moan 
and begged his captors to qpoot him, as he 
preferred death by being shot than any 
other mode. He then requested to be per- 
mitted to fight Johnson, saying’ that John- 
son had gotten him into all the trouble. 
Johnson signified his desire to fight and they 
were given an opportunity. Johnson, 
though much smaller than Joiner, put up a 

ht, and dealt Joinér some. hard 
blows. The spectacle of two men who, 
as it were, were on the very brink of the 
great hereafter, fighting, has probably 
never been witne before. 

After a confession by the négroes, the men 
conyeyed them several hundred yards from 
the Cotton residence, han them side by 
side, and fired a volley of shots into their 
bodies. Joiner’s head was almost shot off.

WISE ONES SAY CULLOM. | 


HIS BOOM FOR SECRETARY OF THE 
„ TREASURY GROWS FAST. 


All on Account of Settlement of the 
‘ Senatorial Fight—Several United 
States Senators Say Cullom Is the 

Man—McKinley Has Wanted to Ar- 
point Him—Senators All Desire It— 
** Besides, the Position Goes to the 

West. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—[(Special.J— 
Senator Cullom's Cabinet boom expanded 
suddenly today as the direct result, appar- 
ently, of the news of the settlement of the 
Senatorial fight in Illinois. Among the Re- 
publican Senators the feeling seems to be 
almost universal that their colleague is rea- 
sonably certain to be the next Secretary of 
the Treasury. THE TRIBUNE correspondent 
talked with several Senators who have en- 
joyed peculiarly confidential relations with 
the President-elect, and they united in say- 
ing that Senator Cullom’s chances were far 
and ‘away the best of any one now known 
to be in the field. 

One Senator who has himself been prom- 
inently mentioned for this Cabinet position 
said without hesitation: I believe that 
Maj. McKinley is particularly anxious. to 
secure a Western man for the Treasury De- 
partment, and as near as I can find out Sena- 
tor Cullom is the candidate most seriously 
considered at the present time. I think you 
will be fully justitied in saying that if any 
Western man whatever becomes Secretary of 
the Treasury it will be Senator Cullom. 


McKinley Disposed Toward Cullom. 

“There are some contingencies as the re- 
sult of which Maj. McKinley might feel in- 
clined to go East for his Secretary of the 
Treasury, but these contingencies are more 
or less remote. I know personally that he 
has all but made up his mind to fill this po- 
sition from the West in deference to the 
general public sentiment that the strength 
of the silver movement in the Mississippi 
Valley was largely if not entirely the re- 
sult of local resentment against the pre- 
dominating influence for almost a genera- 


tion of the money lending classes in the 


East in the Treasury Department. 

“I also know from a personal talk with 
Maj. McKinley that he has been disposed 
to appoint Senator Cullom and has held off 
hitherto largely if not entirely tor the pur- 
pose of awaiting the result of the Senatorial 
contest in Illinois. When I talked with him 
he gave me to understand that Mr. Cullom 
was his choice next to Senator Allisen, but 
that he did not wish to make any move in 
the matter until the fact was demonstrated 
that Cullom’s successor would not be any- 
body hostile to the administration. 

AI understand it, Mr. Mason was one of 
the original McKinley men in Illinois, and 
his nomination by acclamation demon- 
strates that Senator Cullom’s successor, 
whoever he may be, will certainly not be a 
man distasteful to the administration. This 
would seem to clear the way for Senator 
Cullom’s appointment, and judging from the 
situation:as I learned it on my visit to-Can- 
ton I should be inclined to say that Shelby 
M. Cullom was the most available man now 
at the disposal of Maj. McKinley.”’ 


Another Senator Says Cullom. 


Still another Senator who is exceedingly 
close to the incoming a nistration, and 
whose advice has been repeatedly asked in 
regard to various public men, reiterated the 
expression of opinion that Cullom was the 
coming man for the Treasury Department. 
The nator said frankly: “ For obvious 
reasons I cannot consent to be quoted in 
the matter, but I can say that a communi- 
cation has been already or will be at once 
sent to Maj. McKinley informing, him that 
the appointment of Mr. Cullom as Secretary 
of the Treasury would be the most popular 
thing in the Senate and would help the ad- 
ministration in securing the codperation of 
this body, not only among the Republicans 
but among some of the Democrats and free 


silver men, who are particularly well dis- 


posed toward the Illinois Senator. 

It is a fact which is understood perfect- 
ly in the Senate and partially outside that 
enator Allison rec ended Mr. Cullom, 
that later on Senator erman, after be- 
ing appointed Secretary of State and ac- 


‘cepting the place, suggested the Llinois man, 


and that Senators like Thurston of Nebras- 
ka and Proctor of Vermont, who have the 
entire confidence of the President-elect, have 
also suggested Mr. Cullom’s name. I would 
not be surprised to learn that any or all 
of these Senators had written to Maj. Mc- 
Kinley on the subject. 

There is no doubt of the fact that the 
President-elect has practically made a final 
decision in regard to taking a Western man 
for this position. In fact, I know that he 
feels very deeply on the subject, for in a 
conversation I had with him we discussed 
the question as to.whether it would be wise 
to take the Secretary of State and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury both from the West. 

Position to Come West. 

He said he could see no objection to it, 
but it was evident that the only point at 
issue was whether it would be wise to ap- 
point Mr. Sherman Secretary of State under 


such conditions and not at all whether the 


selection of an Eastern man for the Treas- 
ury should be considered. My opinion is 
that Maj. McKinley has never wavered in 
regard to the geographical location of the 
Treasury Department. Of course, people 
change their minds at the last moment and 
political and personal considerations inter- 
vene, but it is my present opinion that Mr. 
Cullom will be the next Secretary of the 
Treasury. I do know that the sentiment of 
the Senate on this subject has already been 
confidentially conveyed to Maj. McKinley 
without Mr. Cullom’s knowledge.“ 

In spite of this sentiment in the Senate it 
appears to be quite true that Senator Cul- 
lom has received no tender of the placé, nor 
even a semi-official intimation that his 
name was being considered. He said today 
to THE TRIBUNE correspondent that he had 
received no communication on the subject 
from Maj. McKinley, and that until he did 
he would not discuss the matter in anv 
way. 

Some of the Michigan men who were talked 
with today say that recent developments 
have apparently lessened the probability of 
Gen. Russell A. Alger becoming a member 
of the Cabinet. According to the story cur- 
rent in the delegation, Maj. McKinley con- 
sidered the names of Gen. Horace Porter 
and Cornelius N. Bliss as the two Cabinet 
possibilities from New York. Gen. Porter 
got out of the way for the exnprees purpose 
of leaving the field clear for Mr. Bliss. 

Gen. Alger Out of It. 

It was then believed by the Michigan men 
that Gen. Alger would become Secretary of 
War, in harmony with the often expressed 
desire of the President-elect to have a sol- 
dier for that position. The declination of 
Mr. Bliss. it is said, has put Gen. Porter 
into the field again as an almost inevitable 
appointment. It is significant that the Con- 
gressmen from Gen. Alger’s own State are 
responsible for the story that Gen. Porter 
is likely to be Secretary of War and that 
this necessarily prevents Alger from going 
into the Cabinet. 

They are much afraid of Gen. Porter's 
prominence as marshal of the inauguration 
parade, and, furthermore, say that he seems 
to he about the only man in New York who 
could be selected for a Cabinet place with- 
out offending either Platt or the original 
McKinley faction. 

Senetor Cullom did not hear of the action 
of the Legislature at Snrinefield indersing him 
for Secretarv of the Treasury until lete this 
evening. Thi« morning he received a helated 
telegram, evidently written the night before, 
askine if such an indorsement would he ac- 
ceptable. He promptly wired a request that 
nothing of the kind he done, but the message 
did not reach Springfield unft'l efter the Leg- 
islature- had acted. Some of the friends of 
Senator Cullom ere greatly annoyed at the 
action in Springfield. end sav they fer it 
win lead peovle to believe the Senator fs 
seeking the Cabinet place, which is exactly 
the reverse of the facts.

WANT RAILROADS TO PAY MORE TAXES | 


Bill Introduced in Michigan Legi#ia- 
ture Which Would Increase the 
State’s Revenue Nearly $150,000. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 20.—[{Special.}J—The 
first moves in the contemplated attacks on 
railroads and liquor dealers were made in 
the Senate today. A bill was introduced 
providing for an all around increase of one 
half of 1 per cent in the specific taxes paid 
by railroad companies. The present rates 
range from 2 to 4 per cent on gross earnings 
in Michigan. The pro increase would 
augment the average annual revenue from 
this source $125,000 to $150,000.

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OHIO PEOPLE SEE STRANGE THINGS. 


Inhabitants of Richfield Center Avow 
They Are Victims of Witchcraft— 
Thirty Are Reported Dying. 


Toledo, O., Jan. 20.—Richfield Center, a lit- 
tle village seventeen miles south of here, is 
in the midst of a genuine witchcraft scare. 
The little community is composed principally 
of Germans, and they are thoroughly con- 
vinced that they are being made the victims 
of some witch or other agent of. his Satanic 
Majesty. There are seventeen families af- 
flicted with the peculiar malady. 

The thing has been going on for nearly a 
month, and some thirty persons are on the 
verge of death. The peculiar malady seizes 
a whole family at a time from the youngest 
to the oldest. They cannot sleep or rest at 
night and keep pining away until they be- 
come mere skeletons. The symptoms in all 
the cases are similar. Several of those af- 
flicted say they are being constantly pur- 
sued by black cats, which make faces and 
snarl at them. It is,stated also that cer- 
tain rooms in their houses are infested with 
this strange evil spirit, while other rooms are 
free from its influence. 

A man named Miller came to the city and 
reported the matter last night. He is a 
victim of the strange disease himself, and 
had to be carried to and from the carriage 
which conveyed him, owing to weakness. 
His wife and four sons are down with the 
disease and are liable to die. 

The place is located some ten miles from a 
railroad station. Mr. Miller says that the 


people firmly believe the whole thing is the 
work of some witch whom they cannot lo- 
cate. 

Even the horses, cattle, sheep, and swine 
are victims of the disease. The horses be- 
come wild, rush around madly for a time, 
and then lie down and die. The céws give 
bloody milk for a time, and also waste away 
and die. 

It is also claimed that the feathers in the 
ticks are tied up in little knots by some in- 
visible means. Thepeople have burned their 
feather beds in the hope of getting rid of 
the spell, but the say they cannot shake it 
off. Physicians are baffled and cannot ac- 
count for the malady.

FARMERS IN A HOT MOOD. 


NEIGHBORS OF MEN SHOT BY TOL- 


LESTON WARDENS ENRAGED. 


Side with Muskrat Hunters and at One 


Time Threaten to Lynch Watch- 
man, but Abandon Their Purpose— 
Police Look for Frank Whitliock— 
Costick and Perhaps Prott Will Die 
~Each Party Says the Other Started 
the Fray. 


The farmers of Lake County, Ind., are 


thoroughly enraged over the shooting on the 
Tolleston club hunting grounds, and yes- 
terday threats were made that a lynching 
party would be formed, and that the first 
warden found would be summarily disposed 
of. The threats, however, were not carried 
into effect, as all the wardens, with the ex- 
ception of Frank Whitlock, who has fled the 
county, were under arrest at Crown Poirt, 
and the farmers doubted their ability to suc- 
cessfully storm the bastile. 


The police of Chicago were given a full 


description of Frank Whitlock yesterday, 
and were asked to arrest him. He is thought 
to have fled to this city. 


The farmers are convinced that the war- 


dens were in the wrong, and say they are 
now satisfied to wait until the case can be 
heard in the courts. 


It is now declared that the shooting was 


not committed on the property of the Tol- 
leston club, but on land owned by J. H. 
Clough of Chicago. Mr. Clough has been in 
litigation with the Tolleston club over sev- 
eral sections of land, and says that he has 
beaten the club repeatedly in the Indiana 
courts. 


William Lohman’s Story. : 
William Lohman, the leader of the party 


of farmers who, it was charged, were poach- 
ing on the preserves of the club, is a renter 
from Mr. Clough. He insists that he was 
on Mr. Clough’s property when the wardens 
ordered the farmers to leave the place. He 
holds a lease for 300 acres of land which 
extend almost to the Calumet River, and it 
was here, he says, that his friends were 
hunting muskrats when the wardens fired 
into the crowd. 


The officials of the club deny this and 


insist that the farmers were undoubtedly 
intruding oh the club’s preserves, and that 
in fact they went there looking for trouble. 


Frank Costick, the farm hand who was 


shot through the lungs, cannot live. The 
ball passed clear through his body and his 
physician says he will die in a short time. 
Costick is a young Pole, and has been in the 
employ of Mr. Lohman for three years. 


George Prott, who had his legs fearfully 


lacerated by a charge of buckshot, is also 
in a serious condition and his death is not 
unlooked for. 


Henry Nimitz, a farmer, said that the fol- 


lowing were those beside himself in the 
party which was fired upon by the wardens: 


William Lohman, John Johnson, 
Lawrence Koudyker, Frank Costick. 
John Bothwell, Charles Prott, 
Alvin Bothwell, Theodore Prott, 
Herman Guntzell, 
Alvin Nicholson. 


Nimitz Tells of the Fray. 
“If the wardens say that we were armed 


with guns and revolvers they say what is 
not true,” said Nimitz. ‘In fact, none of 
us had any weapons except rat spears. We 
started to go away when the wardens hailed 
us and began to call us all kinds of vile 
names, and we naturally stopped. While 
We were on Mr. Clough’s property, we knew 
that this would not count with the wardens, 
and we wanted to avoid all trouble. , 


Warden Blackburn, who was armed with 


an ax, applied a vile epithet to Prott and 
struck at him with the ax. Prott speared 
at Blackburn and the spear grazed Black- 
burn’s head. Prott was not armed with a 
revolver, and if Blackburn gays that he was 
shot at he tells what is no@true. 


*“‘ Barnum Whitlock then shot Prott in the 


legs. The crowd began to run end Both- 
well was brought down by the second barrel 
by young Whitlock. It was then that Frank 
“Whitlock took aim and attempted to shoot 
Lohman, who was“ on a dead run. Costick 
was just behind him and received the bullet 
in the back.“ 


Supt. Kuenert of the Tolleston club and 


Mr. Lohman both came to Chicago yester- 
day, the first to make his report to Presi- 
dent Daniels of the club and the latter to 
give his statement to Mr. Clough. 


It was stated that Lohman would bring 


suit against the club for heavy damages, 
claiming that he was shot at while on his 
own property. 


President E. F. Daniels’ Side. 
E. F. Daniels, President of the club, does 


not believe that the true inwardness of the 
shuoting has yet come out. He said yester- 
day: 


As I am informed, the fracas out at 


our grounds yesterday was not so serious 
as reported. Supt. Kuencrt saw a large 
number of poachers on our grounds and 
called to his aid Watchman F. M. Whitlock, 
his son Barnum Whitlock, and one or two 
of their friends. When Kuenert ordered 
them off the land, one of thém assaulted our 
men with a muskrat spear, and another 
poacher named Prott shot Blackburn with 
a revolver. Then one of our men shot Prott 
in the legs with bird shot. Finally one of 
their party aimed a rifie at Blackburn and 
Whitlock shot him with his rifle. This last 
man was badly hurt, but the other casual- 
ties did not amount to much. 


We have been as lenient and forbearing 


as possible with these trespassers. I have 
even been asked today if our ęlub had given 
our watchmen orders to oot any one 
found poaching on our grounds, but we 
have always given orders exactly the oppo- 
site. The people down there consider that 
we have no rights which they are bound to 
respect, and constantly invade our premises 
with arms in their hands and threaten the 
lives of our watchmen. 


Defends the Club’s Title. 
We would like the people around Tolles- 


ton to understand that that marsh

J. H. Clough’s View.

20, on the banks of the Little Calumet River 
where the Tolleston club has located its 
hunting. grounds, ten years ago. Seven 
years ago, as the club gave my tenants con- 
stant trouble, I brought suit to quiet my 
title. I got a decree in my favor, and when 
the club got a new trial I got a decree a sec- 
ond time. The club took an appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Indiana, and I beat it 
there also. The club now says that the case 
has been appealed to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, but my attorney tells me 
that it is all nonsense. 


I consider therefore that the land is mine 


and that the club is a trespasser. The fight 
yesterday took place on some of my land, 
given to me by.the Supreme Court of the 


State.“ 


The sentiment in Lake County, Ind., 16 


strongly in favor of the farmers. The citi- 
gens generally believe that they were not 
r e on the club property, but were 
really 


on J. H. Clough’s land. Men who say 


they saw the battle deny that the farmers 
fired a shot. 


J. W. Youche, the club’s attorney, spent 


the day yesterday consulting the officials of 
the club, and until he goes to Crown Point 
nothing will be done jn the way of swearing 
‘out warrants for the farmers.. Barney Whit- 
lock says he will swear out warrants for the 


whole lot.

SLIM CHARGE AGAINST MRS. PORTER. | 


Little te Corroborate the Accusation 
Made Against the Colona Woman 
Arrested for Murder. 


a 

Moline, III., Jan. 20.—(Special.]—Mrs. Emma 
D. Porter, who was arrested at Geneseo yes- 
terday, whither she had gone to get the 
$1,000 life instrance carried by her late 
husband. who died at Colona Dec. 24, is now 
in the Henry County jail at Cambridge, 
charged with the murder of her husband by 
administging slow poison to him in his 
tea. 

The charge is supported at present solely 
by the testimony of Carrie Dion, a dis- 
charged servant girl. She says she dis- 
covered Mrs. Porter in the act utting a 
white powder in her husband’s tea, and Mrs. 
Porter offered to pay her $50 if she would 
assist her to secure the life insurance which 
Porter carried. Afterwards, in order not to 
be suspected, the Dion woman claims to have 
procured a quantity of poison fly paper at 
the store of H. K. Griffith, which they boiled 
into a decoction, and administered it to their 
victim in the same way, not in sufficient 
quantities to kill him outright, but to 
produce a partial paralysis, which resulted 
in his death in three months. 

A TRIBUNE correspondent visited Colona 
today and found the little village greatly ex- 
cited over the charge and arrest. Colona is 
a hamlet of 300 inhabitants. So far as could 
be ascertained, the prevailing feeling is one 
of indignation as well as surprise at the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Porter. The Porters, however, 


were not a popular family. They came here: 


from. Geneseo nearly two years ago and 
conducted the Colona House—a small hotel 
and restaurant. They did not associate to 
any extent with the neighbors. Mr. Porter 
was considered by many to be a cross, tac- 
iturn man, and had occasional spats with 
neighbors, and occasionally, as his gon, 
Charles Leland Porter, a boy 14 years old, 
put it, he was cranky at home. No serious 
difficulty occurred at home, however, and 
neighbors who sat up with him during his 
last illness testify. uniformly to apparent 
pleasant relations existing between the 
couple. 1 

The girl who makes the terrible accusa- 
tion against Mrs. Porter is Carrie Dion. 
She is of French extraction, and her parents, 
who reside at Kankakee in moderate cir- 
cumstances, are said to have driven her 
away from home on account of her temper, 
which is uncbntrollable at times. She came 
to the Porters at Geneseo about four years 
ago, having met them at the World's Fair, 
and begged them to give her a home, which 
they did. She was a neryous, rattle-brained 
woman of 25 or 30, an@ a man hater, the 
neighbors say. She frequently made threats 
against the lives of various men, including 
Mr. Porter, although this was to persons not 
members of the family. 

According to Mrs. Blanchard, Mrs. Por- 
ter’s mother, who lives with the family, she 
once threatened to burn the depot after the 
station agent, John Delaney, had had 
some difficulty with Mr. Porter. Mrs. 
Blanchard, Leland Porter, and the neigh- 
bors who were in and out during Mr. Por- 
ter’s illness pronounce the story of the poli- 
soning and putting frozen bed-clothing upon 
the bed as wildly absurd. Jacob Kime, next 
neighbor on the north, was in almogt night- 
ly, and pronounces these stories as not only 
false but ridiculous, and says if it had been 
done he would have surely known it. Mrs. 
Porter was very kind and considerate of 
her husband’s welfare, he says, and in all 
his illness, and even during his delirium, he 
never said a word against her. 

Mr. Kime said: “I know that girl isn’t 
right. She isn’t right witted; when she gets 
to talking she don’t know what she says. 
She tried to get me to burn the Cathplic 
Church, of which she is a member, because 
it was too little and she wanted them to 
build a bigger one, and said she would give 
me $50 to do it, and went on in that kind 
of a way. She told others that she would 
like to kill some folks. There was $18 due 
her when she left the Porters. I under- 
stand that the girl claimed she had a note 
against them for $50, but it cannot be found. 
I think she got mad at them and told the 
story to get even.“ 

H. K. Griffith, at whose store Dion says 
she purchased the fly paper, declares there 
never has been any fly paper of any kind 
in the store for four years. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Griffith insist that the girl is insane 
and there is no reliance to be placed on 
her story. | 

A chemical analysis of the dead man's 
stomach will be made. The Dion woman is 
held at Geneseo pending the result of the 
analysis. 


SPANIARDS TAKE AN AWPUL VENGEANCE 


To Revenge the Defeat of Their Troops 
a Guerrilla Band Sacks the Town 
of Helena del Sur. 


Key West, Fla., Jan. 20.—Among the pas- 


sengers on tonight’s steamer from Havana 
was José Micando, from the interior, south 
of Havana. He reports a fight at Helena 
del Sur, in the southern part of Havana 
Province,. two weeks ago, the officials in 
Havana have not yet reported. A Spanish 
cavalry force of some 600 men camping there 
Was surprised by 400 Cubans under Col. 
Sanchez. The Spanish forces retreated with 
twenty men killed. The Cubans suffered a 
loss of eight. The Cubans pursued but were 


drawn into ambush and punished terribly, 


losing fifty men. They withdrew and the 
Spanish troops reéntered their old camp and 
began merrymaking in honor of their vict- 
ory. 


Late that night the insurgents again at- 


tacked and surprised the camp, forcing their 
way to the commanding officer’s quarters 
before their presence was discovered. The 
terror-stricken Spanish soldiers fled, fling- 
ing down their weapons. The insurgents 
pursued them for miles, killing and wound- 


ing over 100. The captured officers were 


finally released on parole. The Cubans were 
received by the people as deliverers. After 


remaining there two days they moved north- | 


ward. 

Three days after that a Spanish force com- 
manded by the guerilla Captain, Felix des 
Gratia, marched in. After securing the 
Mayor and other officers and the leading 
women of the place, he gave the town over 
to his ruffianly soldiers. Seven men and four 
young lads were brutally killed while at- 
tempting to protect their relatives. Many 
women died from their treatment. Two 


young women killed themselves. The Mayor 


was hanged in front of his own door, his wife 
and daughter being compelled to witness 


the execution.

Four pool-rooms ate said to have opened 
up in the down-town district of Chicago 
within the last few days, in three of which 
bets are being paid every afternoon from 
tickers. Chief of Police Badenoch has been 
furnished with a list of the places and today 
an investigation will be mad 

The places where gamblin is said to be 
going on are: 

Basement under Powers & O'Brien's sa- 
loon, No. 170 Madison street. William Ska- 
kel, Frank Shaw of Minneapolis, Charles 
Smith, Kid Hubbard, and others said to 
be interested. Bets paid from tickers and 
special wires in the rear. 

Basement of No. 125 Dearborn street, said 
to be conducted by John Roano, Bets made 
in card-rooms in rear of saloon. Wires up- 
stairs. 

Lodging-house at No. 186 Clark street, said 


to be kept by Willlam Royse. Patronized 
principally by women. Wire service comes 


from another pool-room. 
Ald, John Coughlin’s Madison street sa- 
loon. Hand book only used, 


In Blast Since Monday. 

The room under wers & O’Brien’s saloon 
at No. 170 East Madison street is said to 
have opened up last Monday. William Ska- 
kel, a well-known ‘local sport, Frank Shaw, 
formerly of Minneapolis, and Charles Smith, 
once the owner of Yo Tambien, “ Kid Hub- 
bard, and a number of others are said to be 
conducting the place. Shaw formerly was 
the proprietor of the Metropolitan Turf Ex- 
change. 

It is said this place has been the most 
openly conducted of the four. Since it 
opened last Monday crowds of sports have 
frequented it, and business has been almost 
as prosperous as though the Police Depart- 
ment were not in existence. The wires are 
located in the rear of the place, and from its 
location in a basement it has thus far been 
overlooked. 

The basement at No. 125 Dearborn street 
is under the place formerly conducted as a 
pool-room and gambling house by “ Bud” 
White. The betting is said to be done in a 
card-room in the rear of the saloon located 
at that number, while John Roano is in 
charge. The wires and instruments are all 
upstairs in Bud White’s old place. This 
place is said to have opened for business on 
Tuesday. 

Rooms in a Lodging House. 

Ine rooms at No. 186 Clark street are ina 
lodging-house and are said to have been in 
operation all the week. Wire service is ob- 
tained through another pool-room, and the 
patrons of the establishment are of the poor- 
est class. The majority of them are said to 
be women. As at the Coughlin saloon, the 
bets are placed through a hand-book, the 
bettors watch the ticker in another room, 
and hunt up the man with whom they have 
placed the bets, if they have won. As there 
is no witness present when the bets are 
placed, which is usually in some out of the 
way part of the house, there is not enough 
evidence obtainable to make prosecution 
possible. 

This is the method which to some extent 
has been in vogue at Ald. Coughlin’s saloon 
for a month, which, it is said, is being car- 
ried on more openly during the present week. 

Chief of Police Badenoch, however, does 
not believe pool-rooms are being conducted 
at the places named.

A partially successful effort was made yes- 
terday to beat the pool-room keepers at 
State and Thirty-ninth street and at Sixty- 
third and State streets, where Frank Roder 
is said to have a place. According to the re- 
port three men were involved in the scheme. 
One of the men sat in the window of the pool- 
room at Roby operating a code of signals, 
the purport of which were telephoned into 
the city. The tickers are usually twenty 
minutes behind such work, and asa result it 
is said to have worked successfully.

THE JUNIOR SENATOR FROM ILLINOIS. 

The Legislature met in joint assembly 
yesterday, and on the first ballot elected 
William E. Mason, Republican, Senator 
for six years, from March 4 next, to euc- 
ceed Gen. Palmer, Democrat. 

Thus ended a Senatorial contest which 
was in many ways the most interesting 
that has ever been witnessed in this State. 
For the first time in the history of Illinois 
a coterie of gutter-rat ward politicians 
who had been able by ward and convention 
packing and trickery to divide among 
themselves all the lucrative offices of this 
county attempted to dictate to the Legis- 
lature of the State the choice of a United 
States Senator—the individual to be se- 
lected from their own coterie whom they 
would name. 

Those modest ringsters demanded that 
Ald. Madden, one of their members, should 
be elected Senator, and peremptorily de- 
manded that the Governor 
them by the use of his official patronage. 
When Madden, seeing that he could not be 


chine substituted for him ex-Constable 
Lorimer, who was in many respects even 
more offensive and unqualified. The ma- 
chine hung on to him up to Tuesday after- 
noon, trying desperately to make the Gov- 
ernor help them force him down the throats 
of the country members after two formal 
ballots had been taken. : 

Then the machine leaders were com- 
pelled to admit to themselves that they had 
failed. They could not get the country 
votes with which to elect the offensive 
Lorimer, and their own city members were 
mutineering. There was ho other member 
of the combine whom they could put for- 
ward—not even Tommie Jamieson. 

Then the “ bosses,” who had gone down to 
Springfield boasting of the wide swath they 
were going to cut, threw up their hands and 
ordered the Cook County members to vote 
for Mason, whom Lorimer and his associ- 
ates had always hated because he had re- 
fused to do homage to the machine bosses. 

It is doubtful whether a majority of those 
members would have obeyed a machine or- 
der to vote for any other candidate than 
Mason at that stage of the game. Those 
members knew they were not in the best 
odor at home, and they would not have 
cared to add to their unpopularity by voting 
against the only Ohicago candidate who 
stood any chance of being chosen. 

As soon as the other candidates heard 
what had happened they accepted the inev- 
itable gracefully and withdrew. Mr. Aller- 
ton absolved his one member from his alle- 
giance. Messrs. Hitt, Carr, and Hopkins 
pulled out promptly from the contest, and a 
harmonious caucus nominated Mr. Mason 
by acclamation. 

The genial joker, Mason, had the great ad- 

vantage over all others of being far better 
known, not only by the people of the city 
where he lives, but also all over the State he 
is to represent, than any other man who can 
be named. Every voter had enjoyed the 
fun of his stories and had been pleased at 
the strength of his arguments, and, had 
taken a strong fancy to him: The cam- 
paign which he began three years ago and 
has kept up steadily ever since has familiar- 
ized most Illinois Republicans with his 
broad, smiling face. They have applauded 
his funny jokes and approved of his con- 
| vincing arguments. 
+ There are uo counties of tlie State which 
Mason has not visited in his various pil- 
grimages, when he was stumping the State 
either on his own account or that of the 
Republican ticket. That he made a favora- 
ble impression wherever he went is attested 
by the general approbation with which his 
e spree: has been received in both city 
and country. 

There will be an important extra session 
of Congress in less than two months, so Mr. 
Mason will have an early opportunity to 
show what sort of a Senator he is likely to 
make. He is ready-witted and prompt of 
speech. He can discuss off-hand any topic 
he is familiar with. If the Rocky Mountain 
Senators attempt to tread on his toes they 
will find they have waked up the wrong cus- 
tomer. If it comes to a rough and tumble 
debate be will get away with the best of 
them. 

But even those people who have not fa- 
vored Mr. Mason’s election will have to ad- 
mit thut he is infinitely superior to either 
of the two candidates pushed forward by the 
machine—especially Lorimer. And those 
who did not want Mason must unite with 
those who did in rejoicing over the Waterloo 
defeat of the machine.

TRIUMPH OF MASON. 

There exists a general satisfaction in 
Chicago that the greedy machine, which 
hated and was intent on politically destroy- 
ing William E. Mason, finally surrendered 
to him unconditionally and marched in 
chains behind his chariot wheels in his tri- 
umphal procession to the door of the Senate. 

As the machine was to be beaten, it was 
well that it should be well beaten by the 
one person of all others in the State of Llli- 
nois who best represents the revolt of the 
people against machine domination—the 
man who has fought it longest and most 
courageously, who has contributed most to 
its overthrow, who h it most cordially, 
and who is so tied up by pledges that he can- 
not yield either to its importunities or its 
seductions.

In- 
tellectually he is the peer of the men with 
whom he will soon be called into associa- 
tion. A man of remarkably quick 
wit and a good range of information, he 
will not fall below the standard of fitness 
that has been fixed by Illinois as appro- 
priate for Senatorial service. TR TRIB- 
UNE believes Mr. Mason will be a growing 
mar as a United States Senator. His quick 
pereeptions, his capacious brain, his elastic 
temperament will enable him soon to pour 
his abilities into the Senatorial mold, and 
he will represent the State worthily and 
well, 

In many of his personal characteristics 
Mr. Mason resembles Douglas. He has the 
same amiable disposition, the same sunny 
temper, and the same devotion to his fam- 
ily and friends. He aiso resembles him in 
physique, being short and stout. 

It is hard to take a correct view of one 
who is so near at hand as Mr. Mason now 
is. The perspective for living men is apt 
to be faulty, but if Douglas was a “ little 
giant” why may not Mason also be a 
little giant before his Senatorial career 
ends? Mr. Mason has won his spurs. He 
has fouglit his way up by the natural steps 
through the State Legislature and the pco- 
ple’s House of Congress to the Senate; and 
we do not see how any fair-minded Repub- 
lican can grudge him the higher step he 
has taken. 


THE DEFEATED MACHINE. 

That the Chicago machine has been 
smashed at Springfield is one of the most 
gratifying results of the Senatorial contest, 
especially to Chicagoans, who have suffered 
the most from it. They have endured for 
three years the dictation of an arrogant, im- 
perious set of office-grabbers, who have 
claimed that they were the whole thing 
—that they were the Republican party of 
Cook County and that their orders niust be 
obeyed without protest or question. 

These lordly individuals have asserted 
that they were the fountain-head of power, 
and the rank and file had nothing to do but 
vote for the machine’s nominees. They have 
caused it to be made known that no man 
could get an otlice, large or small, unless he 
applied to them for it and was graciously 
admitted to the 12:45 club, on condition of 
swearing eternal fealty and allegiance to it. 

Sheriff Pease, who runs the County Jail, 
has been in the habit of talking to the Repub- 
licans of this city as if they were 4s much 
under him as his North Side boarders are. 
Doc“ Jamieson, who is to be Clerk of the 
Appellate Court for the next six years, has 
also been acting as if he had the Republic- 
ans of this county penned up where he could 
vote them as he chose. Whoever remon- 
strated was to be punished.

CONGRESSIONAL AND SENATORIAL AP- 

PORTIONMENT. 

It is reported that when the Legislature 
takes up the task of framing a new Con- 
gressional apportionment the Republican 
country members may demand that this 
county be given only six members instead 
of having—with Lake thrown in—seven 
members. 

Some of the country Republicans, ir- 
ritated and disgusted by the performances 
of the Cook County machine, may feel at 
this moment like taking such action. But 
when they come to think the matter over 
they will feel that it will not do to punish 
the innocent for the sins of the guilty. 
They will also realize the fact that were a 
census taken this year it would show that 
Cook alone is entitled to nine members. 

The allotment of seven members to Cook 
and Lake would have been perfectly fair 
if made in 1890, But since then this county 
has gained about 800,000 in population, 
while the rest of the State has gained only 
about a quarter of that at the outside. 
Hence an apportionment made at this time 
which gave Cook only six members would 
be outrageously unjust. i 

There should, however, be a redistricting 
of Cook County, after dropping off Lake. 
When the Democrats made their gerry- 
mander nearly four years ago they fancied : 
that they wonld be sure of four icts

This county is Republican now and should 
be redistricted so that. the gerrymander 
features ‘of the present apportionment may 
de removed. The districts should be so laid 
out that a Republican majority in the eoun- 
ty will be sure to give that party a majority 
of the Congressmen. 

The Legislature should also enact a Sen- 
atorial apportionment law, and should lose 
no time about the matter. The present ap- 
portionment is a notorious gerbymander. 
It was devised by the Democrats for the 
purpose of enabling them to have a ma- 
jority in the Legislature even when the Re- 
publican#*tarried the State by 30,000 or 
40,000 votes. 

Their scheme would have worked in 1894 
and 1896 had it not been for the phenom- 
enal Republican majorities of those two 
years. It may work in 1898 or 1900 unless 
the Republicans repeal the present law and 
enact an honest measure. 

The Supreme Court has been applied to for 
relief and has declined to give it. The court 

‘admitted that the apportionment it was 
asked to set aside was unequal and unjust. 
But it held that the question was a political 
one and the court should not intervene. It 
admitted that an injustice had been done, 
but declared that the remedy was to be 
found at the polls; the people must elect a 
Legislature which would undo the wrong. 

The Supreme Courts of Indiana, Wiscon- 
sin, and Michigan looked at the matter in a 
different light. They set aside apportion- 
ments .which Legislatures had made, and 
did not tell the people that relief could be 
had nowhere except at the polls. 

The Illinois voters have taken their Su- 
preme Court at its word. They have gone 
to the polls and they have elected a Legis- 


apportionment law now on the statute books 
aud enact an honest law. 

Those instructions the Legislature should 
proceed to comply with at once. The most 
competent members should be intrusted 
with the duty of preparing fair, honest, con- 
stitutional Congressional and Senatorial 
apportionments, which when prepared 
should be put through without délay. 


CHEAP ALABAMA IRON. 

A Birmingham (Ala.) dispatch states 
that one company has just taken an order 
for 10,000 tons of pig-iron for Liverpool 
and another company has in hand orders 
for 27,000 tons to be sent abroad. The for- 
eign shipments made between July last and 
the baginning of January foot.up 100,000 
tons. 

The Alabama pig-iron has been tested 
thoroughly in England and has given per- 
fect satisfaction. It can be put down there 
for a price with which the English furnaces 
cannot compete. The Alabamians have'the 
advantage of cheaper coal and ore, and 
their coal, ore, and limestone lie side by 
side. The cost of assembling the raw mate- 
rials is almost nil. A few years ago at 
some of the Pennsylvania furnaces that 
made about 25 per cent of the cost of pro- 
duction of pig-iron. 

Since Alabama pig-iron is being exported 
in large quantities to Europe and Australia 
it would not seem as if that industry needed 
any additional protection. Yetrecently the 
Ways and Means committee was asked to 
restore the duty of $6.70 a ton imposed by 
the act of 1890. The present duty is $2 
aton. But the imports were heavier under 
the high duty than they are now. 

If the Alabamians can send their product 
to England aud sell it at a profit they can 
sell it at a profit here. If they are selling 
pig-iron at or a little below cost in England 
and charge higher prices here, sheltered by

It was explained by the representative of 
the Eastern Pig-Iron Association, which 
takes in all the furnaces east of the Alle- 
ghanies, that one Southern company which 
has shipped 70,000 tons to England has 
been simply “disposing of its surplus.” 
But he did not say that that surplus had 
not been disposed of at a profit. The gen- 
eral belief is that it was. 

The Pennsylvania furnaces cannot turn 
out as cheap iron as the Alabama furnaces 
can, and that is why the former are the 
most vociferous for more protection. But 
if they cannot compete with another part 
of the United States so much the worse for 
them. 

Do the Pennsylvanians want a duty 
which will be so high as to be practically 
prohibitory in order that they may then 
form a combination with the Alabama pig- 
iron men and force American consumers 
to pay excessive prices?

RELIEF FOR STARVING INDIA. 

Rarely in modern times has a country 
been so soreiy afflicted as India is at present. 
To the original calamity which for months 
past has afflicted areas of that empire dense- 
ly populated by:million# of people has suc- 
ceeded the calamity of the bubonic plague, 
which is rapidly on the increase, which has 
virtually depopulated Bombay, and which, 
if it is carried into the interior by the panic- 


vate the sufferings of the famine-stricken 
victims. 

In this emergency of suffering humanity 
the principal appeal must be to the church. 
It must come to the rescue of these eighty 
million sufferers, dying at the rate of thou- 
sands a day, by promptly and generously 
raising money. They are dying in a land 
where there are numerous Christian mis- 
sionaries, and in a field where the church 
has been at work over seventy years. They 
have worked vigorously to save the souls of 
these people, and the church has contributed 
large sums of money for this purpése. Now 

the church should address itself to the press- 
ing necessity of saving bodies, and whatever 
success it may have in the latter direction 
will in the future materially help it in its 
soul-saving mission. This is a work which 
can be done more effectively by church ma- 
chinery than in any other way. The news- 
papers can do but little in opening subscrip- 
tion lists and announcing cash contributions 
of nickels, dimes, and quarters. The church 
machinery is admirably adapted for this 
work of philanthropy, and in its missionary 
bands it has the distributers and agents 
right on the ground. Church members will 
testify to their Christianity by providing re- 
lief for suffering mortals. When they have 
done all they can then the appeal can also 
be made to the agnostics, who are loud in 
their announceménts of devotion to human- 
ity. They undoubtedly will contribute 
handsomely to the same object and be glad 
for once to go hand in hand with Christians 
in the work of sending relief to the millions 
of suffering men, women, and children in 
that far-off country. | 

As to the method of relief, the best form 
unquestionably is money. The frst and 
‘most natural impulse, when news comes of 
starvation in any country, is to send food 
in the form of grain and provisions. This 
is the most practical method where the suf-

If a million dollars 
were raised today it could be cabled at once 
to London and be in bank at Calcutta witb- 
out any delay, and used in purchases of 
wheat, rice, or whatever was most needed, 
and the recipients, being on the ground, 
would know just what to get, where to send 
it, and how best to distribute it so as to do 
the most good. It would be another illus- 
tration of giving twice because giving 
quickly. 

This is the duty which now confronts the 
church, It is useless to talk about Bible 
work or prayer work or to look for con- 
versions amongst a people suffering the 
pains of starvation and dying off by thou- 
sands every day. What is needed is money. 
in this dreadful emergency money will talk 
most eloquently. Breud is the staff of life 
that is needed and money alone will get it. 
Let the church therefore set to work to 
raise the money. It will be helped liberally 
by the children of the world. It has the 
machinery to raise and distribute this 
money. It will be an achievement in prac- 
tical Christianity. It will testify to its 
philanthropy and it will make mission work 
easier in the future through its recognition 
of the claims of humanity. 


It would be fruitless to dwell on the com- 
plications that may arise in State politics 
through the election of Mason. There will 
be an attempt on the part of the discredited 
Cook County machine to break down. the 
influence of the Governor for not helping it 
to land Lorimer in the Senate. But the 
Governor is in the saddle, and he is at home 
there.

It is that Brooklyn tax- 
payers will save 89.7 cents on every $100 valuation 
of their property by the equalization of taxation 
throughout Greater New York, and that all this 
saving will be due to the raising of the percentage 
of valuation and of the rate of taxation in tha 
present City of New York. This is confirmation 
of the figures which we gave on Saturday show- 
ing that consolidation would, take $30,000,000 of 
Brooklyn's tax burden from its taxpayers and 
place it upon the taxpayers of New York. This 
is only half of the story. For since the present 
City of New York is the only section of the pro- 
posed greater city which has a large margin of 
possible indebtedness within the constitutional 
limit, the money for improvements thropghout the 
entire area of the enlarged city, which will com- 
prise 318 square miles, as compared with our pres- 
ent area of less than 69 square miles, must come 
from this city irely.—New York Post.

Some genius in the Montana Legislature’ 


introduced a bill granting a pension of $4 a week 
to everybody in the State who is 65 years old or 
more, or who shall hereafter attain the age of 65.

This pension scheme was able, but it was not 
logical. There is no especial reason why anybody 
should be pensioned at 65 any more than at any 
other age.

OPPOSES THE NICARAGUA CANAL BILL 


Senator Turpie Attacks the Measure 
and Goes Into Interesting 
Details. 


— 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—In the Senate 
Mr. Turpie of Indiana resumed his speech in 
opposition to the Nicaragua Canal bill. He 
said the so-called rights of the Nicaragua 
Canal company were not worth acquiring. 
It had no title to the land traversed by the 
canal, It had merely an easement or license 


to do certain work. 

The personal property of the company was 
old, rotten, and worthless, according to the 
report of the United States commission 
which investigated. The railroad built as 
a preliminary to the canal was overgrown 
with tropical vines and cane. And yet this 
railroad, under water, bullt on rotten ties, 
was offered as security to the United States 
for a vast outlay. Daily, said Mr. Turpie, 
the newspapers told of the looting of some 
private fortune by spuriout’ mortgages and 
frauds. The pending project was of the 
same character, except that the Nicaragua 
Canal company openly admitted that the 
security they offered was of straw, utterly 
worthless, and belonged to the class of goods 
handled by that distinguished individual, 
Peter Funk. 

The Senator pointed out differences” be- 
tween the company’s estimate and that of 
the government engineers as to the cost of 
the canal. On the San Juan River there 
were four rapids to be removed. The com- 
pany estimated the cost at about $2,000,000, 
the government engineers at over $14,000,000, 
a difference of $12,000,000, 

In another instance a difference of $4,000.- 
000 occurred. Such vast differences com- 
pelled the conclusion that intentional con- 
cealment of essential facts was attempted 
by the company. Mr. Turpie was very bit- 
ter in his denunciation of this concealment. 
The company’s estimate of the total cost of 
the project was $63,000,000; the government 
estimate, $133,000,000. 

At this point Mr. Turple yielded the floor 
for the day, to.continue tomorrow. Mr. 
Morgan said he would ask to have a time 
fixed for the final vote as soon as Mr. Turpie 
closed his speech. 

Mr. Pettigrew of-South Dakota severely 
criticised the executive authorities for con- 
cluding the Venezuela boundary agreement. 
which, he said, was a complete surrender of 
Venezuela to Great Britain. His resolution 
calling on the Secretary of State for informa- 
tion was referred to the Committee on For- 
eign Relations.

WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


Mr. John Chariton Says They Will Try 
to Obtain a Treaty for the Free In- 
terchange of All Natural Products 
and Agree Upon a Wide List of Man- 
ufactured Articles—But the True 


in a Union of the Two Countries. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—[New York 
Sun.]—Mr. John Chariton, the Liberal mem- 
ber of the Canadian Parliament who is how 
in Washington, in an interview today dis- 
cusse@ the question of the desirability of 
more liberal trade relations between the 
United States and Canada. He said that 
the recent change of government in Canada 
had brought the question of reciprocity to 
the front. The Liberal party of Canada 
had always favored more intimate trade re- 
lations with the United States. The Con- 
servative party, on the contrary, had uni- 
formly been adverse to reciprocity, except 
upon unattainable conditions. Now Cana- 
da was governed by broader-mindegd and 
more liberal men. The Hon. Wilfrid Lauri 
er, the present Premier of Canada, is a man 
of advanced views. He is a IAberal of the 
Liberals. Hie knowledge of American af- 
fairs is accurate and extended, and he ar- 
dently hopes for more intimate and friendly 
business and social relations between the 
two countries. 

Canada, said Mr. Charlton, will unques- 
tionably attempt/in the near future to obtain 
a treaty of reciprocity in trade with the 
United States, a treaty that will admit to 
freedom of mutual interchange all natural 
products, and will cover, in addition, as 
wide a list of manufactured articles as the 
establishment of a just equilibrium of mutu- 
al interests shall require. 

When the conditions of trade between the 
two countries are carefully analyzed, said 
Mr. Charlton, it will be found that the ad- 
vantages to be derived from a free inter- 
change of natural products are not entirely 
upon the side of Canada. The removal vf 
the Canadian duty upon Indian corn wouid 
lead to an enormous. consumption of that 
grain in Canada for stock feeding and other 

urposes. American pork would be iarge- 
y used by Canadian lumbermen if adniit- 
ted free, and the repeal of the Canadian 
duty upon flour and meal would enable the 
United States to supply Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, and Prince Edward Island with 
breadstuffs, to the exclusion of Ontario 
and Manitoba. Fresh beef from Chicago 
packing houses would find extensive sale in 
Canadian cities and towns, and the repeal 
of the duty of 60 cents upon bituminous 
coal would crowd out the use of Nova 


Scotia coal in aH of Canada west of and 


including Montreal. 


Canadian Trade Statistics. 

The latest complete Canadian trade re- 
turns are for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1895. The tatal export of agricultural 
products to the United States for that year 
was $3,710,000; the total export of ——— 
and their produce, the product of Canada, 
to the United States for the same period 
was $3,713,000. 

The same year Canada imported from the 
United States a large quantity,of animal 
produce and $4,800,000 of grain, flour, meal, 
garden seeds, and broomcorn, of which 
there was entered for home consumption 
$1,700,000. This statement of agricultural 
imports does not include raw cotton, vege- 
table fibers, or tobacco. The Canadian ex- 
ports of forest products to the United States 
for. 1895 amounted to $12,482,000. Of this 
amount over $3,250,000 consisted of sawlogs, 
shingles, bolts, stave bolts, and pulp wood 
for American mils, and of tanbark and re- 
wood. The entire importation of Canadian 
sawn lumber, shingles, lath, pickets, and 
palings amounted to about 700,000,000 feet, 
board measure, or less than one-twentieth 
of the annual lumber product of the United 
States. The same year Canada imported 
timber, lumber, ehingles, and other for- 
est products from the United States for 
consumption to the amount of $1,550,000. 

As to the evident fear of the. American 
farmer and lumberman that the free ad- 
mission of Canadian farm products and 
lumber will lower prices in the United States, 
Mr. Charlton expressed the belief that these 
fears were ill-founded. The Canadian sought 
for free admission under the belief that 
he would receive increase of price. But 
for this bellef he would be indifferent as to 
whether concessions were madeornot. The 
amount of lumber or of farm products admit- 
ted free would be so trifling, when compared 
with the great bulk of American production, 
as to be 4ikely to influence prices in the 
United States slightly, if at all. 

Benefits of Reciprocity. 

To the objection raised that reciprocity 
would make Canada rich, Mr. Chariton 
seid that it would make both Canada and 
the United States richer, and that the bene- 
fits conferred would be mutual. If free in- 
tercourse between States, or between groups 
of States, such as the Eastern, the Middle, 
the Southern, the Western, and the Pacific 
slope, was advantageous, the same system 
could be extended with equal advantage to 
the group of States known as the Canadian 
Provinces, and no influence, natural or 
geographical, would interfere with the har- 
monious operation of the principle in case 
of such extension. Canada, he said, would 
gladly meet the United States in the middle 
of the stream. She was prepared to settle 
the vexed Atlantic fisheries question on the 
basis of good neighborhood and mode@n 
commercial comity. She was prepared to 
make arrangements for a deep waterway 
from Lake Superior to the ocean, providing 
for the cost of construction on the basis 
of relative interests, and for a fair system 
of joint control; and in all of these pur- 
poses Mr. Laurier and his government will be 
actuated, not only by a desire to establish 
the relations between the United States and 
Canada upon a mutually advantageous and 
friendly basis, but aleo by the hope that 
such an arrangement will prove conclusive to 
the peace and welfare of the two great 
Anglo-Saxon nations of the world. 

Mr. Charlton furnished some interesting 
figures as to Canadian trade. For the year 
1895 the exports to the United States were 
$41,207,000 and the imports $54,684,000, of 
which $25,795,000 were dutiable and $28,853,- 
000 were free. The balance of trade against 
Canada was $13,336,000, and the average rate 
of duty upon the total importatſons from the 
United States was 12.6 per cent. 

The Balance of Trade. 

For the same year the Canadian exports to 
England were $61,856,000, and the imports 
were $31,131,000, of which $23,311,000 were 
dutiable and $7,819,000 free. The balance of 
trade in favor of Canada was $30,725,000, and 
the average rate of duty upon the total im- 
portation from Great Britain was 22% per 
cent. For the same year the Canadian ex- 
ports to all other countries were $10,500,000, 
and the imports $19,486,000, of which $9,450,- 
000 were dutiable and $10,036,000 free. The 
average rate of duty upon the total of these 
importations was 20 per cent. 

One statement which Mr. Chariton em- 
phasized seems to possess significance. He 
represents Canada as now standing at the 
parting of the ways.. On the one hand are 
more friendly business and social relations 
with the United States the gradual clos- 
ing of the gap which s been widening 
since 1866. On the other hand are imperial 
confederation, empire consolidation, a dis- 
tinctive British system, embracing the 
mother land and all of her colonies; improved 
steamship and cable service, differential du- 
tles in England in favor of the colonies and 
in the colonies in favor of England: colonia! 
representation in the imperial Parliament, 
and a movement all along tke line for the 
consolidation and unification of all the scat- 
tered outposts of Britain’s imperial and 
world-wide domain.

HUNGER AND COLD APPALL DIs- 
CHARGED ILLINOIS STEEL MEN. 


Tradespeople and Workmen Alike in 
Fear at the Prospect Which the 
Shut-Down by the Company «nd 
the Expected Cat in Wages to Take 
Place on the First Day in February 
Presents—Sample Cases of Misery 
and Destitution. 


An investigation among the homes and 
haunts in South Chicago of the mill employés 
of the Illinois Steel company, 1,200 of whom 
have just been laid off, revealed a general 
condition of destitution and misery, and the 
common opinion of workmen and of trades- 
people was that the outlook for the winter 
was appalling. 

“It is too early to estimate with any de- 
gree of accuracy the effect of this enormous 
addition to our already alarming force of 
idle men,“ a prominent South Chicago busi- 
ness-man said. We must know if other 
discharges are to follow. This much how- 
ever is certain: The destitution among us 
this winter will be appalling if immediate 
steps are not taken to make adequate pro- 
vision for the families of the unemployed.”

The Joint Legislative committee of the 
Civic Federation held a meeting yesterday 
to further consider the primary electfon bill 
which it has had in hand for some time.

The officers of the Building Trades Council 
are keeping up their effort to defeat the po- 
litical aspirations of Walter M. Groves, 
who wants to succeed George Schilling in 
the office of Chief of the State Bureau of 
Labor Statistics.

This brought forth a letter from Mr. 
Groves to Secretary Sherman of the founcil 
in which he made a strong plea for the sup- 
port of organized labor, and declared that 
if forgery had been resorted to it was done 


- without his knowledge. 


At a meeting of the officers of the council! 
yesterday it was decided to continue the 
fight on Mr. Groves, and a counter petition 
was drawn up favoring the candidacy ot L. 
G. Emery, a member of the council, and was 
signed by all the officers present, together 
with nearly a hundred prominent citizens 
and labor leaders who favor Mr. Emery. 

Delegate Peter Green said last night: It 
is not the policy of the Building Trades 
Council to take part in political wire pulling, 
but when any candidate for a public office 
attempts to use our organization as a cat’s 
paw it is time to retaliate.” 


PAY AT NATIONAL BANK OF ILLINOIS 


Depositors Draw Out About $3,000,000 
on the First 50 Per Cent Divi- 
dend Declared. ü 


Long lines of depositors stood before the 
paying tellers at the National Bank of IIII- 
nois yesterday morning to receive the first 
dividend of 50 percent. Three special police- 
men, in addition to the one who has been 
stationed at the bank for many years, were 
required to keep the line in order. By 8 p. 
m. most of the people had been cared for, but 
there were still nearly two score who had 
been unable to get to the tellers. 

About 1,300 checks, for an aggregate of a 
littke less than $4,000,000, had been signed for 
delivery to depositors. At the close of busi- 
ness for the day Receiver McKeon esti- 
mated that about two-thirds of them had 
been paid out. They represented much more 
than two-thirds of $4,000,000, as the larger 
checks were earliest called for. Not less 
than $3,000,000, which had been locked up 
in the suspended bank for the last month, 
was paid out and is again available in gen- 
eral business. 

There has been a great deal of detail,“ 
said the receiver, in looking up accounts 
and we have not reached all of them. In 
consequence some dissatisfaction was mani- 
feasted during the day when we were unable 
to meet some claims. Still, we are pushing 
the settlement as fast as it can be done. 
In a day more most of the first dividend 


will have been paid out.”

President Reports fim General Terms to 
the Annual Meeting of Stockhold- 
ers and Points Out Increased Pros- 
perity—Directors Are Elected for 
the Enmsuing Year—Central Union 
Meets in Annual Session, and Mad- 
den Reports to His Corporation. 


The Chicago Telephone company, during 
the year 1896, earned a total of $1,955,829, 
and had expenditures of $1,355,624, lexving 
the net earnings for the year $600,205. These 
figures were given to stockholders yesterday 
at the annual meeting of the company. 
President Henry B. Stone gave the stock- 
holders the outline figures of the company’s 


operations for the year. There is never in- 


formation in detail submitted at the annual 
meetings, and yesterday's was no exception. 
After the meeting President Stone an- 
nounced the number of telephones in the 
Chicago exchange and the other exchanges 
owned and operated by the company to be 
in round numbers 15,000. 

During the year covered in the report made 
at the meeting yesterday the capital stock 
was increased from $8,796,200 to $4,336,500. 
The earnings for the year were at the rate 
of 18.84 per cent upon the increased capital

Central Union’s Meeting. 

The Central Union Telephone company, at 
its annual meeting yesterday, elected di- 
rectors for the ensuing year and heard the 
report of President Henry B. Stone as to the 
work of the year. The report showed that 
of the issue of $1,600,000 of bonds, author- 
ized in July under the $3,000,000 mortgage, 
$1,275,000 were sold and paid for at 07%. 
This leaves remaining in the treasury of the 
company $325,000 bonds unsold. At the end 
of the year the company had a floating debt 
of $400,000, but it also had $98,000 of store- 
house stock, all good for immediate use. 
This statement shows a sale of the bonds 
remaining in the treasury and the charging 
of warehouse stock up to expenditures 
would enable the company to wipe out the 


floating debt.

In his report to stockholders President 
Stone said: 

„In 1806, in addition to regular mainte- 
nance (repairs and ordinary reconstruction), 
there has been expended on extraordinary 
construction $118,822.05, which will be 
charged into expenses in maintenance ac- 
count before the closing of the books. There 
has also been expended in new construction, 
approximately, $700,000, of which $425,000 
has been expended at exchanges and 6275, 000 
on metallic-cireuit toll lines. The principal 
exchange work has been at Toledo and Co- 
lumbus, O., and Indianapolis, Ind. 

During the year there have been com- 
pleted, approximately, 5,000 miles of wire of 
toll lines—lines between towns connecting 
exchanges—making the total number of 
miles of wire now in operation nearly 18,000, 
two-thirds of which are copper-metallic cir- 
cuits of the most modern type. These fa- 
cilities, in connection with the lines of the 
Long Distance company, afford means of in- 
tercommunication between the cities and 
larger towns in almost all of the country 
lying between the e «py River and the 
seaboard.”’

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It Is to Be Tested with the Highest Ex- 
plosives Known to Modders War- 
fare—Powertul Ordnance, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.~The most pow- | 


erful piece of ordnance ever manufactured 


in this country has just been completed at 


the Washington Gun Foundry, and will soon 
be in position at the Indian Head Proving 
Station, where it is proposed to give it such 
a trial as perhaps no gun in the navy has 
yet been subjected to. There will be great 
danger attending the tests, for it is proposed 
to fire from this new gun the highest explo- 
sives known to modern warfare. The gun 
has been built with the object of experiment- 
ing with all high explosives, except dynamite, 
that the inventors may think can be car- 
ried in shells sent from rified guns, and the 
authorities have made the walls of the plece 
unusually heavy in order to guard against 
possible serious accident in event of prema- 
ture explosion before the projectile leaves 
the plece In all respects excepting the bore 
the gun is a thirteen-inch rifle, the caliber 
being that of a twelve-inch piece. It has all 
the steel, the same weight of jackets, and 
other heavy parts of a thirteen-inch gun, 
and could not be distinguished from one by 
comparison. After the tests are completed 
the gun, if it stands them without strain, is 
to be converted into a thirteen-inch gun at 
the factory by boring out an additional inch, 
when it will be placed on one of the battle 
W now building. 

es manufaeture of this plece was begun 
about nine months ago in dccordance with a 
provision in the last naval appropriation bill, 
authorizing $50,000 for testing high explo- 
sives in modern guns For years the navy 
has known that it can fire gunpowder in mod- 
erately thick projectiles, and that the walis 
of these shells need not be thicker than is 
necessary to penetrate eight or nine inches 
of the best armor plate. But some of the ord- 
nance experts believe that gun cotton and 
perhaps other forms of high explosives are 
superior to powder, and propose determining 
the whole question with the gun just finished, 

Some years ago the Naval Ordnance Bu- 
reau, under Commander Folger, made some 
interesting tests with a bag containing 200 
pounds of dynamite hung within half an inch 
of a steel plate representing a portion of a 
vessel’s side, and the effect produced could 
scarcely be noticed. Yet it was estimated at 
the time that had this amount of dynamite 
gone off inside of a vessel it would have de- 
molished things pretty generally. Another 
test with the same amount of dynamite was 
made by placing the bag on an armor plate 
and firing the explosive, The effect this time 
was to cause the plate to bend in, but still 
not. sufficiently, to have done any serious 
harm had it been on a ship's side. 

Naval efficers have no doubt that modern 
rifled guns are just as efficient. throwers of 
high explosives as the pneumatic guns at 
Sandy Hook, which have a range of not over 
two miles, but that the chief danger is in the 
detonator being disturbed in the flight of the 
projectile and cause premature explosion. 
Explosives that are to follow impact, they 
say, can be fired readily, but it seemis to be 
the impression that what the navy wantsisa 
projectile carrying a high explosive that can 
pierce armor before the charge goesoff, For 
this reason, it is contended, a time fuse pro- 
jectile must be used, and tg get one that 
wort fire up too promptly if what the navy 
proposes discovering with the new gun. If 
it is shown that gun cotton can be fired with 
safety from navy guns, it is contended that 
pneumatic guns will be of little value, for the 
army could readily deliver high explosives 
from its coast defense guns, and secure far 
greater range and finer accuracy of fire.
